Police in Japan 
probe Kennedy 
death threats

TOKYO - The police in Ja¬ 
pan are investigating tele¬ 
phoned death threats 
to the U.S. ambassador, 
Caroline Kennedy, the 
daughter of President John 
F. Kennedy, and to a U.S. 
diplomat in Okinawa, Jap¬ 
anese and international 
news agencies reported 
Wednesday. 

The reports came as first 
lady Michelle Obama ar¬ 
rived in Japan on her first 
visit to the country, and 
as Kennedy, together with 
former President Bill Clin¬ 
ton, appeared with Prime 
Minister Shinzo Abe at a To¬ 
kyo symposium on the leg¬ 
acy of Kennedy’s father, 
who was assassinated in 
November 1963 when she 
was 6 years old. 

Concern about the se¬ 
curity of U.S. diplomats in 
Asia was heightened a 
few weeks ago when the 
U.S. ambassador to South 
Korea, Mark Lippert, was 
slashed by a knife-wielding 
assailant in Seoul. 
Responding to the report¬ 
ed death threats, the State 
Department spokeswom¬ 
an, Jen Psaki, said Wednes¬ 
day in a statement: “We 
take any threats to U.S. dip¬ 
lomats seriously. We take 
every step possible to pro¬ 
tect our personnel. We will 
not comment on the spe¬ 
cific details of any threats 
or the steps we take to ad¬ 
dress them.” 

The reports said that 
both Kennedy and Alfred 
Magleby, the U.S. consul- 
general in Okinawa, the 
southern island where the 
United States maintains a 
large military presence, 
had been the objects of 
death threats in telephone 
calls last month. □

“Our country’s everyday 
reality doesn’t give us the 
luxury for delay,” Netanya¬ 
hu of the conservative par¬ 
ty Likud said in a statement. 
“The citizens of Israel right¬ 
fully expect that we will act 
quickly and responsibly to 
establish a leadership that 
will work for them in areas 
of defense, the economy 
and society just as we 
promised in this campaign - 
and just like we will now set 
ourselves toward doing,” 
he added. 

The new government will 
probably be made up 
mostly of right-wing and Or¬ 
thodox parties. According 
to the statement, Netanya¬ 
hu had already consulted 
overnight with the heads of 
the parties he expected to 
become coalition partners: 
Naftali Bennett of the pro¬ 
settlement Jewish Home; 
Moshe Kahlon of Kulanu, a 
new center-right party fo¬ 
cused on economic issues; 
Avigdor Lieberman of the 
hard-line nationalist Yisrael 
Beiteinu; and the leaders 
of the ultra-Orthodox par¬ 
ties, Shas and United Torah 
Judaism. 

Such a coalition would give 
Netanyahu a majority of 67 
seats in the 120-seat Knes¬ 
set, or parliament, with Li¬ 
kud commanding 30 of 
them, according to unoffi¬ 
cial election results. 

The prospect of a right- 
wing government prompt¬ 
ed a hostile response from 
the Palestinian leadership, 
which has been inflamed 
by Netanyahu’s provoca¬ 
tive campaigning tactics. 


including a reversal of 
his support for the estab¬ 
lishment of a Palestinian 
state and scaremongering 
about the high turnout of 
Israeli Arab voters. 

“The results of the Israeli 
elections show the success 
of a campaign platform 
based on settlements, rac¬ 
ism, apartheid and the de¬ 


nial of the fundamental hu¬ 
man rights of the Palestin¬ 
ian people," Saeb Erekat, 
the longtime chief Pales¬ 
tinian negotiator, said in a 
statement. “Such a result 
would not have been pos¬ 
sible had the international 
community held Israel to 
account for its systematic 
violations of international 
law,” he added. 

Expecting continued con¬ 
frontation between Netan¬ 
yahu and the Palestinian 
Authority of President Mah¬ 
moud Abbas, whose rela¬ 
tions have been in a down¬ 
ward spiral since the break¬ 
down of U.S.-brokered ne¬ 
gotiations last year, Erekat 
added: “Now, more than 
ever, the international com¬ 


munity must act. It must ral¬ 
ly behind Palestinian efforts 
to internationalize our strug¬ 
gle for dignity and freedom 
through the International 
Criminal Court and through 
all other peaceful means." 
The stalled peace process 
has exacerbated Ameri¬ 
can and European frustra¬ 
tions with Israel. 


The European Union's for¬ 
eign policy chief, Federica 
Mogherini, congratulated 
Netanyahu on his victory 
in a statement on Wednes¬ 
day and said the bloc was 
“committed to working 
with the incoming Israeli 
government on a mutually 
beneficial relationship, as 
well as on the relaunch of 
the peace process.” 

But Mogherini added: 
“More than ever, bold lead¬ 
ership is required from all to 
reach a comprehensive, 
stable and viable settle¬ 
ment of a conflict that has 
already deprived too many 
generations of peace and 
security. It’s time to turn this 
page.” 

Secretary of State John 


Kerry telephoned Netan¬ 
yahu on Wednesday to 
congratulate him but they 
did not discuss “substantive 
issues” during the call, a se¬ 
nior State Department offi¬ 
cial said. Kerry called from 
Lausanne, Switzerland, 
where he was participating 
in nuclear talks with the Ira¬ 
nians. He did not respond 


to a question shouted by 
a reporter at the start of a 
negotiating session asking 
for his response to the Is¬ 
raeli election. Herzog, the 
Labor Party leader, and 
his center-left alliance, the 
Zionist Union, appeared to 
be headed back into the 
opposition. 

“In the last few years we 
have proved that we know 
how to be a fighting op¬ 
position," Herzog said at a 
news conference Wednes¬ 
day. “At this moment the 
only real possibility appears 
to be to go into the opposi¬ 
tion,” he said, adding, “We 
will be a worthy alternative 
in all spheres to the narrow 
right-wing government that 
will be short-lived. ”□

NEW ORLEANS (AP) — Rob¬ 
ert Durst, the millionaire real 
estate heir who has been 
charged with murder, was 


moved from a jail to a pris¬ 
on with a mental health 
unit because he is consid¬ 
ered a suicide risk, officials 
said Wednesday. 

Durst, 71, is in custody in 
Louisiana on gun charges 


while awaiting a transfer to 
Los Angeles to face mur¬ 
der charges in the death of 
his friend Susan Berman 15 
years ago. 

His arrest this weekend 
came shortly before the 


finale of an HBO television 
series about his links to the 
slaying of three people, 
including Berman. In the 
dramatic final episode. 
Durst mutters that he “killed 
them all,” but authorities 
have said his arrest was 
based on other evidence, 
not those words. 

A city magistrate had or¬ 
dered that Durst remain in 
the New Orleans jail. But 
the Orleans Parish Sheriff's 
Office appealed that or¬ 
der, and an appeals court 
ruled in favor of the sheriff 
on Tuesday. 

He moved that night to 
Elayn Hunt Correctional 
Center in St. Gabriel, about 
70 miles (113 kilometers) 
from New Orleans, accord¬ 
ing to the sheriff's office. 

A three-judge panel ruled 
that the sheriff has sole 
authority to decide where 
to house inmates needing 
mental health treatment. 
On Tuesday, seven offi¬ 
cers spent hours searching 
Durst's Houston home — a 
condominium in a 17-story 
building in a posh neigh¬ 
borhood. They carried 


away two white cardboard 
document boxes. 

But Durst's attorney said he 
would be surprised if any 
evidence against his client 
were found. 

Dick DeGuerin called the 
search “a publicity stunt” 
by a California prosecutor 
looking to pin the killing of 
Durst's friend on his client. 

“I don’t know what they 
could be looking for 15 
years after Susan Ber¬ 
man was killed 1,500 miles 
away," DeGuerin said. “I 
would really be surprised if 
they found anything of any 
evidentiary value.” 

But Durst himself may have 
pointed to his Houston con¬ 
do, in a recording made 
while talking to himself in 
a bathroom immediately 
after a tense interview with 
the makers of the docu¬ 
mentary about his life. 

Just before saying he “killed 
them all,” he says “I don't 
know what’s in the house!” 
In the tape, filmed in a 
bathroom. Durst talks to 
himself in short bursts of 
whispers, apparently con¬ 
templating his arrest. □ 


Boston: 

Blood on gloves in bomber’s car matched that of dead officer

BOSTON (AP) — The blood 
of a Massachusetts Insti¬ 
tute of Technology police 
officer appeared on white 
gloves found in Boston Mar¬ 
athon bomber Dzhokhar 
Tsarnaev's car, a DNA ex¬ 
pert testified Wednesday 
as prosecutors tried to 
show he played an active 
role in that killing days after 
the bombings. 

Tsarnaev, 21, faces the pos¬ 
sibility of the death penalty 
for his role in the 2013 dead¬ 
ly bombings. Three people 
were killed and more than 
260 were injured when two 
pressure-cooker bombs ex¬ 


ploded near the finish line 
of the marathon. 

Tsarnaev’s lawyer admitted 
during opening statements 
that he participated in the 
bombings but said his older 
brother, Tamerlan, was the 
mastermind. His lawyer also 
said it was Tamerlan, not 
Dzhokhar, who shot Officer 
Sean Collier as the brothers 
tried to flee. 

Jennifer Montgomery, a 
DNA analyst with the state 
police crime lab, testified 
Wednesday that Collier’s 
blood was on a pair of 
gloves found near the gas 
pedal and driver's seat of 
Tsarnaev's Honda Civic. 
Prosecutors have said the 


brothers fled the scene of 
Collier's shooting in the 
Honda. An MIT gradu¬ 
ate student who was rid¬ 
ing his bike by the scene 
of the shooting identified 
Dzhokhar Tsarnaev as the 
man he saw leaning into 
Collier's police cruiser the 
night he was killed. Collier 
was shot six times, including 
three times in the head at 
close range. 

During cross-examination 
by Tsarnaev’s lawyers, 
Montgomery said she also 
tested blood on the sweat¬ 
shirt Dzhokhar wore when 
Collier was shot. None of 
the blood was Collier's; it 
was all Dzhokhar's blood. 


she said. After Collier's kill¬ 
ing, the Tsarnaevs had a 
wild shootout with police. 
Tamerlan Tsarnaev died 
following the gunfight and 
being run over by his broth¬ 
er as he fled. Dzhokhar was 
found hours later, wound¬ 
ed and bloodied, hiding in 
a boat parked in a back¬ 
yard in Watertown. 

During earlier testimony 
Wednesday, jurors were 
shown two pipe bombs 
hurled at police during the 
shootout. Neither of those 
bombs exploded, but a 
third pipe bomb did. A 
pressure-cooker bomb simi¬ 
lar to the bombs used in the 
marathon attacks caused 


a powerful explosion that 
shook houses on the street 
and sent debris raining 
down on police. 

Tsarnaev’s lawyers showed 
the jury a photo of receipts 
Tamerlan had from a gun 
and ammunition store and 
for two backpacks and a 
soldering gun purchased in 
the days and weeks before 
the marathon bombings, 
apparently in an attempt 
to show that Tamerlan had 
a larger role in the bomb¬ 
ings than Dzhokhar did. 
While cross-examining a fin¬ 
gerprint expert, Tsarnaev’s 
lawyers asked him to iden¬ 
tify receipts found inside Ta¬ 
merlan's wallet. □

on Tobacco or Health in 
Abu Dhabi, United Arab 
Emirates. In recent years 
countries including Uru¬ 
guay and Australia have 
been engaged in legal 
battles with tobacco com¬ 
panies over laws requiring 
graphic health warning 
labels or standard pack¬ 
aging for cigarettes with¬ 
out logos. The companies 
claim the tobacco-control 
policies violate interna¬ 
tional trade agreements 
and World Trade Organiza¬ 
tion rules. Bloomberg said 
the fund will assist smaller, 
developing countries that 
often don’t have the re¬ 
sources to compete with 
tobacco companies. 

“We think most of these 
countries will win these 
battles but they have to be 
able to afford some law¬ 
yers that have experience 
in litigating to win,” Bloom¬ 
berg said in a conference 
call with reporters. 

Officials said the fund is 
expected to grow as ad¬ 
ditional donors come on 
board. Lawyers and other 
experts will also be tapped 
for free or discounted work

SAE members undergo a 
diversity training program, 
the fraternity has set up 
a confidential hotline for 
people to report inappro¬ 
priate behavior, Ayers said. 
The fraternity also will ap¬ 
point a national advisory 
committee on diversity and 
inclusion, and will hire a di¬ 
rector to oversee those ef¬ 
forts, Ayers said. 

The fraternity will review 
all its 237 chapters, specifi¬ 
cally looking for racially of¬ 
fensive behaviors, and will 
report on its findings. 

An internal process dic¬ 
tated by the group’s by¬ 
laws will review suspended 
members’ standing. 

“The chant in the video is 
ugly. It is demoralizing and 
absolutely counter to the 
values of SAE,” Ayers said. 
Last year, in response to 
reports of hazing, SAE be¬ 
came the first large nation¬ 
al fraternity to eliminate the 
pledge process. □

Fed: No rate hike until job market improves, inflation rises

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

Federal Reserve signaled 
Wednesday that it needs 
to see further improvement 
in the job market and high¬ 
er inflation before it raises 
interest rates from record 
lows. 

At the same time, the Fed 
at least opened the door 
to a rate increase later this 
year by no longer saying it 
will be “patient” in starting 
to raise its benchmark rate. 
The statement the Fed is¬ 
sued after its latest policy 
meeting appeared to 
catch investors by surprise 
in suggesting that a rate in¬ 
crease might be further off 
than many had assumed. 
Stock prices surged and 
bond yields fell. The Dow 
Jones industrial average, 
which had been down 
nearly 100 points before the 
statement was issued, was 
up more than 220 points an 
hour later. 

The Fed has kept its key 
short-term rate near zero 
since late 2008 to bolster 
the economy after a dev¬ 
astating financial crisis and 
recession. In its statement, 
the Fed noted that the 
economy, which it previ¬ 
ously said was growing 
solidly, has “moderated 
somewhat.” 

Dan Greenhaus, chief strat¬ 
egist at BUG, said the Fed’s 
statement Wednesday 
lowered the odds of mid¬ 
year rate hike. 

“What's important about 


this part of the statement 
is that it clearly says the 
FOMC is looking for ‘fur¬ 
ther’ improvement, mean¬ 
ing the economy and labor 
market have not yet met 
whatever criteria neces¬ 
sary to warrant a rate hike,” 
Greenhaus said in a note to 
clients. 

Patrick Maldari, a senior 
fixed-income specialist at 
Aberdeen Asset Manage¬ 
ment, agreed that the Fed 
appears in no hurry to raise 
short-term rates. 

“They went out of their way 
to talk about weakness in 
export growth, weakness 
in energy prices,” Maldari 
said. At a news conference 
after the Fed’s statement 
was released. Chair Janet 
Yellen suggested that the 
broad pay increases that 
are normally associated 
with steady job growth may 
not occur anytime soon. 
Yellen said the Fed would 
not necessarily wait for 
wages to rise at a faster 
pace before it raises its key 
rate from its current near¬ 
zero level. 

“We may not see wage 
growth pick up,” she told 
reporters. 

Since December, the Fed 
had said it could be “pa¬ 
tient” in beginning to raise 
its benchmark rate from 
near zero. Most analysts 
said that dropping “pa¬ 
tient” from its statement 
would signal that the Fed 
was moving toward a rate 
increase, perhaps as soon 
as June. A rate hike would

ripple through the econo¬ 
my and could slow borrow¬ 
ing and possibly squeeze 
stocks and bonds. 

But other economists had 
said that even if the Fed 
dropped “patient," any 
rate increase would reflect 
the latest data and that the 
Fed would remain flexible. 
Key sectors of the econ¬ 
omy have been less than 
robust of late, and inflation 
remains far below the Fed’s 
target rate. 

On Wednesday, the Fed’s 
statement was approved 
on a 10-0 vote. 

In its characterization of 
the economy, the state¬ 
ment said export growth 


has weakened, a trend 
that partly reflects a stron¬ 
ger dollar that’s made U.S. 
goods costlier overseas. 

The statement said that 
before raising rates, Fed of¬ 
ficials want to be “reason¬ 
ably confident that infla¬ 
tion will move back to its 2 
percent objective over the 
medium term.” 

On Wednesday, the Fed 
also downgraded its quar¬ 
terly economic forecasts. 
It cut its estimate of growth 
this year to a range of 2.3 
percent to 2.7 percent, 
from an estimate of 2.6 
percent to 2.7 percent in 
its last forecast issued in 
December. It was an ac¬ 


knowledgement that some 
key indicators have been 
weaker than expected in 
recent months. 

The Fed also forecast that 
the unemployment rate 
can now fall further with¬ 
out spurring inflation, a sign 
that it may move slowly in 
raising rates. 

Officials reduced their esti¬ 
mate of the unemployment 
rate that they think is consis¬ 
tent with a healthy econo¬ 
my to a range of 5 percent 
to 5.2 percent. That’s down 
from a previous range of 
5.2 percent to 5.5 percent.

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Gunmen kill at least 20 at museum in Tunisian capital

TUNIS, Tunisia (AP) — Gun¬ 
men opened fire Wednes¬ 
day at a major museum in 
Tunisia’s capital, killing at 
least 20 people, mostly for¬ 
eigners, in one of the worst 
attacks in this struggling 
North African democracy 
that depends heavily on 
tourism. 

Men with assault rifles fired 
at tourists climbing from 
buses in front of the Nation¬ 
al Bardo Museum in cen¬ 
tral Tunis near the country’s 
parliament, sending doz¬ 
ens sprinting for safety. Two 
gunmen were killed, but 
Prime Minister Habib Essid 
said a manhunt was on for 
at two or three others. 

The identity of the attack¬ 
ers wasn't clear. Twitter 
accounts associated with 
the extremist Islamic State 
group based in Syria and 
Iraq were described as 
overjoyed at the attack, 
urging Tunisians to “follow 
their brothers," according 
to Rita Katz of SITE, a U.S.- 
based organization that 
monitors militant groups. 
About 50 people were 
wounded in the attack, 
which began after noon lo¬ 
cal time, according to Tuni¬ 


sian state television. 
Security forces immediately 
flooded the area around 
the museum, and Tunisia’s 
parliament building, where 
deputies were debating a 
new anti-terrorism law, was 


evacuated. Dozens of tour¬ 
ists scrambled from the mu¬ 
seum holding hands or link¬ 
ing arms as Tunisian security 
forces pointed their guns 


toward an adjacent build¬ 
ing. At least one couple 
carried two children. 
According to Essid, the 
dead include two gunmen, 
a Tunisian security officer 
and a Tunisian cleaning 


woman, while the rest were 
tourists from Italy, Poland, 
Germany and Spain. The 
Spanish Foreign Ministry has 
confirmed one dead. 


Tunisia has been struggled 
to keep extremist violence 
at bay since the overthrow 
of its dictator in 2011, and 
the attack was the worst 
on a tourist site since an al- 
Qaida car bomb killed 21 


people — mostly Germans 
— in 2002. 

“Our nation is in danger,” 
Essid warned in an ad¬ 
dress on national television 


Wednesday evening after 
the siege ended. 

“We will be merciless in the 
defense of our country,” he 
added, describing the at¬ 
tack as an unprecedented 
assault on Tunisia’s econo¬ 
my. He promised increased 
security in tourist zones and 
asked residents to be extra 
alert. 

Several other people were 
reported wounded in the 
attack, including three 
Poles and at least two Ital¬ 
ians. The Italian Foreign 
Ministry said 100 other Ital¬ 
ians had been taken to a 
secure location. 

The United States, France, 
the United Arab Emirates 
and the United Nations de¬ 
nounced the bloodshed. 
U.S. Secretary of State 
John Kerry said Washington 
“condemns in the stron¬ 
gest possible terms today’s 
deadly terrorist attack” and 
praised Tunisia’s “rapid re¬ 
sponse” to resolve the hos¬ 
tage situation and restore 
calm. Some of the Italians 
at the museum were be¬ 
lieved to have been pas¬ 
sengers aboard the Costa 
Fascinosa, a cruise liner 
that had docked in Tunis 
while on a seven-day tour 
of the western Mediterra¬ 
nean. □

Iraq Sunni province key to taking Mosul from Islamic State

BAGHDAD (AP) — Iraq’s 
Sunni province of Anbar is 
key to launching the long- 
awaited operation to re¬ 
take the city of Mosul from 
the Islamic State group, the 
country's defense minister 
said Wednesday. 

Khalid al-Obeidi's remarks 
reflected the challenges 
Iraqi forces, backed by 
U.S.-led coalition airstrikes, 
face as they try to claw 
back territory captured by 
IS militants. They also indi¬ 
cate the operation to take 


back Mosul, Iraq’s second- 
largest city, may come lat¬ 
er than expected. 

At the moment, Iranian- 
backed Iraqi soldiers and 
allied Shiite militias are 
fighting to retake Islamic 
State-held city of Tikrit, Sad¬ 
dam Hussein’s hometown 
— an offensive that is tak¬ 
ing place without U.S. air- 
strikes. 

Al-Obeidi told reporters 
Wednesday that before 
Iraqi forces can under¬ 
take the battle for Mosul, 
they must “secure” Anbar 
so that it cannot serve as 


staging ground for militant 
counterattacks. 

Anbar, west of Baghdad, 
was the first province to 
fall under Islamic State’s 
control during the group’s 
blitz last year. The province 
shares a long border which 
Syria, which has enabled 
the militants to move fight¬ 
ers and weapons between 
the two countries virtually 
unpoliced. 

“We must secure Anbar 
and we are now focused 
on securing Anbar,” al- 
Obeidi said. He singled 
out the town of Hit, in An¬ 


bar, saying it is an obvious 
place from where IS can 
strike back. 

Tikrit is viewed by Iraqi forc¬ 
es as key to opening a stra¬ 
tegic corridor that leads 
to Mosul from one direc¬ 
tion. U.S. officials had said 
that there would likely be a 
spring offensive to reclaim 
Mosul, but Iraqi officials 
have backed away from 
setting a timeline. 

Also Wednesday, a lead¬ 
ing international rights 
group accused Iraq’s Shiite 
militias fighting alongside 
government forces of car¬ 


rying out the of “deliber¬ 
ate destruction of civilian 
property” after the town of 
Amirli, northeast of Bagh¬ 
dad, and the surrounding 
area was recaptured from 
IS last year.

SREBRENICA, Bosnia- 
Herzegovina (AP) — Ma¬ 
chine guns crackled and 
grenades exploded from 
dusk to dawn as the Bos¬ 
nian Serb soldiers slaugh¬ 
tered more than 1,000 
men and boys crammed 
into a warehouse outside 
Srebrenica. 

But when the sun came 
up, a few dozen were still 
alive. 

So the commander, nick¬ 
named Nedjo the Butch¬ 
er, called out, offering 
water to quench their 
thirst in the sweltering July 
heat, according to testi¬ 
mony from survivors and 
witnesses. Slowly, blood¬ 
ied prisoners began to 
emerge from under the 
corpses, among them a 
boy clutching his grand¬ 
father’s hand. 

“Will they kill us too?” the 
boy asked. 

“No,” the old man whis¬ 
pered. 

Shots rang out and the 
two dropped dead, along 
with dozens of others who 
had survived the night. 
The carnage was among 
the worst of the 1995 Sre¬ 
brenica massacre that 
killed more than 8,000 
Bosnian Muslim men and 
boys in Europe’s bloodi¬ 
est civilian slaughter since 
the end of World War II. 
It is the continent’s only 
postwar atrocity that the 
United Nations calls geno¬ 
cide. 

On Wednesday, Serbia 
arrested eight men ac¬ 
cused of taking part in the 
massacre of some 1,300 
people at the warehouse 
on the outskirts of Srebren¬ 
ica, a joint team of Serbi¬ 
an and Bosnian prosecu¬ 
tors told The Associated 
Press. 

Chief Serbian War Crimes 
Prosecutor Vladimir Vuk- 


cevic told the AP that all 
those arrested “are for¬ 
mer members of a special 
brigade of the Bosnian 
Serb police.” 

Serbia has already put 
on trial men who took a 
group of prisoners away 
from Srebrenica to be 
killed, and in 2011 it ar¬ 
rested Ratko Mladic, the 
warlord who master¬ 
minded the slaughter, 
and sent him to an inter¬ 
national criminal court in 
The Hague, Netherlands. 
But Wednesday’s arrests 
were Serbia’s first attempt 
to bring to justice the 
men who got their hands 
bloody in the Srebrenica 
massacre 20 years ago 
this July. 

“It is important to stress 
that this is the first time that 
our prosecutor’s office is 
dealing with the mass kill¬ 
ings of civilians and war 
prisoners in Srebrenica,” 
said Bruno Vekaric, the 
lead Serb prosecutor in 
the case. 

He said Serbia was ap¬ 
proaching a key moment 
in confronting its past. 

“We have never dealt 
with a crime of such 
proportions,” said Vek¬ 
aric, Serbia’s deputy war 
crimes prosecutor. “It is 
very important for Serbia 
to take a clear position to¬ 
ward Srebrenica through 
a court process.” 

Serbian prosecutors ini¬ 
tially arrested seven sus¬ 
pects in pre-dawn raids 
Wednesday at different 
locations in Serbia. They 
then caught the eighth 
suspect after an hourslong 
manhunt. The prosecutors 
said they are trying to lo¬ 
cate more suspects who 
may be hiding in Bosnia, 
although these men were 
not targeted in the probe 
that yielded Wednesday’s

Sweden: A third of Russian envoys are spies

The Swedish security ser¬ 
vice SAPO accused Russia 
on Wednesday of using as 
many as one-third of its dip¬ 
lomatic staff in the Scandi¬ 
navian country for clandes¬ 
tine intelligence gathering.

— Protesters torched police 
cars and threw stones at of¬ 
ficers during anti-austerity 
protests ahead of the inau¬ 
guration ceremony for the 
European Central Bank’s 
new headquarters in Frank¬ 
furt, Germany. Police de¬ 
tained 350 people but said 
those intent on violence 
were a minority among the 
thousands who gathered 
Wednesday to peacefully 
denounce government 


austerity policies. 

Police said 14 officers suf¬ 
fered minor injuries, several 
from being hit with stones. 
A further 80 suffered from 
contact with some kind of 
irritating gas or liquid during 
the confrontations but re¬ 
covered and later returned 
to duty.

UK government offers giveaways in budget ahead of election 


LONDON (AP) — Without 
ditching its austerity pre¬ 
scription for the U.K. econ¬ 
omy, the Conservative-led 
government announced 
a series of mini-giveaways 
Wednesday that it hopes 
will bear dividends at what 
is expected to be the tight¬ 
est general election in de¬ 
cades. 

In his final budget state¬ 
ment ahead of the May 
7 election. Treasury chief 
George Osborne focused 
his largesse on wannabe 
homebuyers, pensioners, 
drivers and frequenters of 


the British pub. The cost of 
the measures, budget fig¬ 
ures showed, was more 
than offset by other steps 
such as reducing tax avoid¬ 
ance and raising a levy on 
banks. 

And looking ahead, the 
austerity mantra that has 
been the centerpiece of 
the government’s eco¬ 
nomic strategy since it was 
formed five years ago, 
looks set to remain — at 
least if the Conservative 
Party stays in power. Docu¬ 
ments accompanying the 
budget indicate tough 


controls over spending for 
at least another four years, 
though they do suggest 
that austerity will conclude 
at the end of the decade. 
“The sun is starting to shine 
and we are fixing the roof,” 
Osborne told a packed 
House of Commons. 

When Osborne took con¬ 
trol of Britain’s economic 
levers in 2010, he insisted 
that sorting out public fi¬ 
nances was the primary 
objective. Following the 
global financial crisis of 
2007-8, the U.K. economy 
sank into its deepest reces¬ 


sion since World War II and 
a number of the country’s 
largest financial institutions, 
such as Lloyds Bank and 
the Royal Bank of Scotland, 
required taxpayer help to 
stay afloat. 

Government finances took 
a big dent and Osborne’s 
solution, adopted by the 
junior partner in the gov¬ 
erning coalition, the Lib¬ 
eral Democrats, was deep 
spending cuts and tax in¬ 
creases. 

For the main opposition La¬ 
bour Party, Osborne’s strat¬ 
egy hobbled the U.K. econ¬ 


omy for years and actually 
made the budget situation 
worse. It argues that too 
much of the burden of fix¬ 
ing the public finances was 
placed on the least well-off 
in society and that it wors¬ 
ened living standards for 
many.

” Jeff Rathke, a U.S. State 
Department spokesman, 
said that “the discussion 
was positive and construc¬ 
tive and was held in an 
atmosphere of mutual re¬ 
spect.”

Smugglers defy harsh crackdown drawn by huge profits

SAN CRISTOBAL, Venezuela 
(AP) — In a warehouse at 
the edge of this city near 
Venezuela’s western bor¬ 
der, the load of valuable 
contraband sits in boxes 
ready to be shuttled the 
few miles (kilometers) into 
Colombia where it will 
fetch an impressive profit. 
This impending shipment is 
a household staple: rice. 
The next one could be to¬ 
mato sauce, toothpaste, 
flour or shaving blades 
— whatever the band of 
smugglers is able to buy 
cheaply at Venezuela’s 
controlled prices and then 
ship out for resale. 

“Moving a shipment of milk 
is more profitable than co¬ 
caine,” according to the 
smuggler, a man in his 30s 
who said he is a top leader 
in a network of some 150 
people. He declined to be 
named out of fear of arrest. 
While Venezuela struggles 
to right its listing economy 
and urban shoppers form 
long lines around stores 
in search of basic goods, 
the smuggling business is 
booming. A kilogram of rice 
sold in Caracas at the Fair 
Price Regulator’s mandat¬ 
ed price of 26 bolivars, the 
equivalent of 10 U.S. cents 
at the widely-used black 
market rate, can garner 15 
times that amount in Co¬ 
lombia. Toothpaste goes 
for 27 fimes as much. A gal¬ 
lon of gasoline costs less 
than a penny in Venezuela 
compared to as much as 
$3 across the border. 

The government complains 
the smuggling of between 
50,000 and 100,000 barrels 
per day of gasoline alone 
represents losses of more 
than $3 billion a year, or 
about 1.5 percent of GDP 
if faken info account what 
the same volume costs at 
international prices. 

“It's the problem we have 
for living in fhe cheapest 
country in the world,” Jose 
Gregorio Vielma Mora, the 
pro-government governor 
ofTachira state, told The As¬ 
sociated Press. “At least 30 
percent of fhe food Vene¬ 
zuela produces leaves the 
country illegally." 
Venezuela established 


price controls a decade 
ago under the socialist 
administration of President 
Hugo Chavez in order 
to help the poor. But the 
country's oil-dependent 
economy has been bat¬ 
tered by mismanagement 
and the crash in global 


crude prices, creating a 
cash shortage that has 
made it difficult to buy im¬ 
ported goods. 

With the value of the Boli¬ 
var tanking, hard curren¬ 
cy itself has become fhe 
country's most sought-after 
commodity and the profits 
to be found in smuggling 
are proving irresistible. 
President Nicolas Maduro 
has condemned smuggling 
as a weapon used in an 
“economic war” waged 
by the United States and 
political opponents intent 
on unseating him. 

The government has inten¬ 
sified its fight against the 
flow of contraband, creat¬ 
ing a special taskforce to 
bring control to the porous 
1,400-mile (2,200 kilome¬ 

ters) border with Colombia. 
Steps include closing the 
border at night, deploying 
more troops and ramping 
up jail sentences for any¬ 
one caught smuggling. The 
government also has be¬ 
gun rolling out some 20,000 


finger-print scanners to ra¬ 
tion the amount of any sin¬ 
gle product shoppers can 
buy. 

In the last six months, au¬ 
thorities have seized some 
12,000 tons of smuggled 
products ranging from fer¬ 
tilizer to animal feed and 


mayonnaise, according to 
Gen. Efrain Velasco, Ven¬ 
ezuela’s top army officer 
along the border. 

“It’s enough to feed the 1.7 
million people ofTachira for 
15 days,” he said. 

Buf the trade continues at 
a brisk pace, in part due to 
systemic corruption among 
Venezuela's poorly-paid 
security forces. 

Under emergency rules put 
in place last year, trans¬ 
porting food, especially to 
cities along the border, is 
akin to moving precious 
cargo. Smugglers easily 
avoid detection by falsify¬ 
ing shipping documents, 
understating the true size of 
their haul or concealing its 
origin. 

The smuggler in San Cris¬ 
tobal describes how an 
advance car known as “La 
Mosca,” or the fly, travels a 
few minutes ahead of the 
cargo, doling out bribes at 
each of 20 military check¬ 
points along the highway 
linking the capital to San 


Cristobal. He records the 
payments in a simple spiral 
notebook. On the 400-mile 
(650-kilometer) journey, he 
pays a total of about 80,000 
bolivars, or around $300: 
2,000 bolivars to National 
Guard troops on each side 
of Barinas, the hometown 


of late President Chavez; 
another 7,000 in Capi- 
tanejo; and 10,000 entering 
Tachira state. 

The bulk of what's left is 
handed over in San Anto¬ 
nio, the border town where 
the stakes are higher. The 
area is one of the most- 
dangerous in Latin Amer¬ 
ica, a haven for drug traf¬ 
fickers, leftist rebels and 
criminal gangs that have 
arisen during Colombia’s 
half-century civil conflict. 
Unlike busier border cross¬ 
ings, where authorities long 
have tolerated poor resi¬ 
dents hiding goods on the 
back of motorcycles, this 
no-man’s land is said to be 
controlled by paramilitary 
gangs and thus unsafe for 
small-time smugglers. 

A few blocks before the 
customs house, a bumpy, 
dirt trail heads off the road 
into a green scrubland. 
From time to time, a sput¬ 
tering motor of a clandes¬ 
tine vehicle breaks an oth¬ 
erwise complete silence.Q

Court hears suit

KINGSTON, Jamaica (AP) 

— A Jamaican gay rights 
activist is challenging im¬ 
migration laws that bar 
homosexuals from entering 
two Caribbean countries. 
Maurice Tomlinson, a le¬ 
gal adviser with New York- 
based AIDS-Free World, 
hopes the Caribbean 
Court of Justice will strike 
down immigration rules 
barring entry to homosexu¬ 
als even though authorities 
in both countries say the 
acts go unenforced. The 
lawsuit against Belize and 
Trinidad and Tobago is be¬ 
ing heard by the Trinidad 
and Tobago-based court 
on Wednesday. It was 
not clear when the court 
might rule. The two coun¬ 
tries also have anti-sod¬ 
omy laws and Trinidad’s 
list of banned immigrants 
includes “feeble-minded 
persons," prostitutes and 
alcoholics.

SANTO DOMINGO, Domini¬ 
can Republic (AP) — U.S. 
authorities took part in a 
sex trafficking raid in the 
Dominican Republic but 
authorities now say no 
Americans were detained 
as police initially reported. 
A U.S. Immigration and 
Customs Enforcement of¬ 
ficial says the agency 
worked with Dominican 
authorities in the operation 
March 11 near the town of 
Sosua. Senior Latin Amer¬ 
ica Advisor Barbara Gon¬ 
zalez says 29 women and 
girls who were brought to 
a home to take part in a 
“sex party” were rescued. 
Twenty of them were be¬ 
tween 14 and 17. Authori¬ 
ties arrested two women 
and five men suspected of 
arranging the party. Gon¬ 
zalez said Wednesday that 
all are in custody and face 
up to 15 years in prison. So¬ 
sua police had said in an¬ 
nouncing the raid that 16 
U.S. citizens were detained 
for questioning.Q

Dallas Seavey completed 
the 979-mile route from 
Fairbanks in eight days, 8 
hours, 13 minutes and 6 
seconds. That's about five 
hours longer than the re¬ 
cord he set in winning the 
2014 race. 

His father, Mitch, finished in 
second place Wednesday 
about four hours later, fol¬ 
lowed by Aaron Burmeis- 
ter. Behind them en route 


on Wednesday, earning 
his 496th career match vic¬ 
tory. 

Murray tied countryman 
Tim Henman’s record as 
Britain's most successful 
player in the Open era.

to Nome were Jessie Royer 
and Aliy Zirkle. 

Dallas Seavey said this 
year's route brought a lot 
of different mushing styles. 

“I think going into this race, 
we all knew the winner 
would be who could maxi¬ 
mize this new trail and take 
advantage of that," he 
said. 

He used two different styles: 
First, he was more aggres¬ 
sive than usual early on, 
running near the front of 
the pack. Then, he let loose 
what he calls the “mon¬ 
ster,” a team that can finish 
strong, building speed at 
the end. 

After his victory, Dal¬ 
las Seavey petted and 
hugged his dogs. 


“I really do believe this 
is one of the best teams 
there’s ever been,” he told 
reporters and fans at a fin¬ 
ish-line ceremony that was 
live-streamed online. 

“That may just be overly 
proud pet parent talking, 
but they did just win the Idi¬ 
tarod, so that's some cred¬ 
ibility.” 

He was presented with 
$70,000 — $19,600 more 
than last year — and the 
keys to a new pickup truck. 
Dallas Seavey became the 
race's youngest champion 
in 2012 at age 25. 

He also won last year in a 
race he figures he should 
have placed third in. A 
freak storm blew out the 
leaders, and he came 
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across the finish line and 
didn't realize he’d won un¬ 
til a cameraman told him. 
His father is a two-time 
champion. Mitch Seavey 
won in 2004, and a year 
after Dallas became the 
race’s youngest winner, 
Mitch became the oldest 
at 53. 

A total of 78 mushers be¬ 
gan this year’s race March 
9 in Fairbanks. Eight racers 
later scratched, and one 
was disqualified. 

Two dogs have died this 
year, 

including one that was hit 
by a car after getting loose 
during the ceremonial 
start. The other dog was on 
four-time champion Lance 
Mackey’s team.O 


Murray reaches QFs at 
Indian Wells; Nishikori loses 


Murray set up a quarterfi¬ 
nal against 12th-seeded 
Feliciano Lopez, who upset 
No. 5 seed Kei Nishikori, 6-4, 
7-6 (2). 

“I really had one bad game 
at 5-4,” Nishikori said. “Until 
then I was playing better. I 
was dominating the strokes. 
He was hitting good serves, 
but I had all the chances.” 
A quartet for former Indian 
Wells winners was in action 
later. They are three-time 
champions Novak Djokovic 
and Rafael Nadal, four¬ 
time winner Roger Federer, 
and two-time winner Ser¬ 
ena Williams, who is back in 
the desert for the first time 
after ending her 14-year 
boycott. 


Williams brings a 14-match 
winning streak into her 
quarterfinal against Timea 
Bacsinszky, who has won 
15 matches in a row. Bac- 
sinszky’s 21-2 match record 
leads the WTA Tour this 
year. 

Murray broke Mannarino 
twice in the second set and 
closed it out on his second 
match point when Manna¬ 
rino netted a backhand. 
Murray remains on track 
for a potential semifinal 
against Djokovic, who beat 
the Brit in the Australian 
Open final in January. 

“I made it difficult for my op¬ 
ponents in all of my match¬ 
es. That's important,” Mur¬ 
ray said. “I haven’t given 


up too many free points. I 
have been hitting the ball 
quite heavy from the back 
of the court, so it’s not been 
easy for my opponents to 
attack, which has been 
good.” 

Mannarino hadn’t 

dropped a set in three pre¬ 
vious matches here. The 
Frenchman took out 19th- 
seeded Fabio Fognini and 
No. 14 Ernests Gulbis before 
getting stopped by Murray 
in 1 1/2 hours. 

Lopez reached the quar¬ 
terfinals at Indian Wells 
for the first time in 13 tries, 
needing just two sets to 
beat Nishikori after being 
stretched to three in his first 
two matches. □ 
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Vonn wins World Cup downhill title ahead of Fenninger

MERIBEL, France (AP) — 

Lindsey Vonn won the 
World Cup downhill title for 
the seventh time after win¬ 
ning the last race in the dis¬ 
cipline on Wednesday at 
the season-ending finals. 
Her seven downhill titles 
and her 18th crystal globe 
are both records for wom¬ 
en. 

“It’s incredible after being 
out with two knee opera¬ 
tions. It is just amazing to be 
sitting where I am today," 
the American said. “I'm so 
proud and happy, and I re¬ 
ally have to thank the peo¬ 
ple that supported me and 
got me back to where I am 
now.” 

Vonn finished 0.24 seconds 
ahead of Elisabeth Goergl 
and 0.30 ahead of Nicole 
Hosp. 

Austrian racer Anna Fen¬ 
ninger finished second in 
the downhill standings. She 
trailed Vonn by 35 points 
heading into the race, and 
failed to make an impact 
on the Roc de Fer course, 
finishing nearly one sec¬ 
ond behind Vonn in eighth 
place. 

Vonn, who raced immedi¬ 


ately after her, increased 
her speed on the bottom 
section to clinch a 66th ca¬ 
reer race win. She is the all- 
time leader in wins. 

Some fans near the finish 
held up banners saying 
“Congrats Lindsey” as she 
raised her poles. 

Vonn finished the downhill 
season with 502 points, put¬ 
ting her 103 ahead of Fen¬ 
ninger. Tina Maze of Slove¬ 


nia was third with 356. 

In the race for fhe women's 
overall World Cup tifle, 
Fenninger holds a 12-poinf 
lead over Maze. 

Maze gained some ground 
on Fenninger by finishing 
fourth on Wednesday. 
Vonn, a four-time overall 
World Cup champion, is 
out of contention for the 
overall title this season. 
Vonn blew out her right

knee in a super-G at the 
2013 world championships 
in Schladming, Austria. 
She hurt her knee again in 
her comeback, keeping 
her out of last year’s Sochi 
Olympics. 

She went nearly two years 
without a victory before 
winning a downhill in Lake 
Louise, Canada, in Decem¬ 
ber. The following month, 
she overtook Austrian great 


Annemarie Moser-Proell’s 
35-year-old record of 62 
World Cup victories. 

“I’m incredibly thankful to 
be holding another down¬ 
hill title," Vonn said. “It's 
been a long two years 
coming back from my inju¬ 
ries.” 

Vonn will battle with Fen¬ 
ninger again on Thursday 
when the super-G title will 
be decided. Vonn is eight 
points ahead of Fenninger. 
“Tomorrow is a chance for 
another globe. It’s going to 
be tough because Anna's 
skiing really well, and it's 
going to be soft conditions 
like it was today,” Vonn 
said. “But something about 
this track suits me. I'll give 
my all, as I always do.” 
Fenninger has been in 
great form, winning gold 
medals in giant slalom and 
super-G at the world cham¬ 
pionships last month, and 
placing second in downhill 
behind Maze, who finished 
second to Fenninger in su- 
per-G at the worlds. 

Also, Kjetil Jansrud clinched 
the men’s downhill title by 
winning the last race, too. 
The Norwegian finished 94 
points ahead of Hannes 
Reichelt of Austria. □

TOKYO (AP) — Former ma¬ 
jor league teammates Der¬ 
ek Jeter and Hideki Matsui 
will take part in a charity 
baseball game to support 
survivors of the 2011 earth¬ 
quake and tsunami in Ja¬ 
pan — and Jeter repeated 
a desire to own a team 
someday. 

Participating in the game 
at Tokyo Dome on Sunday 
will be a group of student 
baseball players from the 
Tohoku region that was 
devastated by the 2011 di¬ 
saster that killed more than 
15,000 people. Profits will 
go toward helping children 
in the region. 

Jeter and Matsui will also 
put on a baseball clinic 
and take part in a home 
run derby. On Saturday, 
the pair will throw out the 
ceremonial first pitches 
at a preseason exhibition 
at Tokyo Dome between 


Matsui's old club, the Yomi- 
uri Giants, and the Nippon 
Ham Fighters. 

Jeter, who retired from Ma¬ 
jor League Baseball last 
year after 20 years, said 
he's looking forward to a 


break from the game and 
reiterated a desire to be¬ 
come an owner. 

“I need to get away from 
(baseball) for a little while. 
I’ve been doing it profes¬ 
sionally for 23 years,” Jeter 


said. “At this moment. I'm 
not thinking about getting 
back in the game. My ulti¬ 
mate dream is to one day 
own a team, but that’s in 
the future.” 

Recalling his own experi¬ 
ences after the Sept. 11, 
2001, terrorist attacks in 
New York, Jeter said he was 
hoping to help children in 
Japan who are still dealing 
with the aftermath of the 
disaster. While the earth¬ 
quake and tsunami struck 
four years ago, many of the 
participants from the area 
are still coping with the loss 
of family and friends and 
living in temporary housing. 
“The kids will never forget 
what happened,” Jeter 
said. “But if they can come 
out and have fun and en¬ 
joy themselves through the 
sport of baseball, that's 
what we’re trying to do 
here.” 

Matsui, the 2009 World Se¬ 
ries Most Valuable Player, 


said Jeter’s presence will 
go a long way. 

“Having Jeter here is a 
wonderful thing,” Matsui 
said. “I’m happy, and the 
kids taking part in this event 
will be thrilled. We hope 
they have a great time, 
and return to Tohoku with 
some great memories.” 
Matsui was recently rehired 
by the New York Yankees 
as a special adviser to gen¬ 
eral manager Brian Cash- 
man, and Jeter said his 
former teammate will have 
much to offer. 

“Not only was he success¬ 
ful here in Japan, one of 
the biggest stars in the 
country, he came over 
the United States and did 
the exact same thing," 
Jeter said. “There aren't 
too many players that can 
say that ... so he has a lot 
of knowledge, and will be 
able to share that with as 
many people as he wants 
to do."a

World Golf Championship 
at Doral in a span of three 
weeks. Koepka and John¬ 
son are examples of how 
much more athletic golf 
looks now. 

The next generation — the 
group now faced with chal¬ 
lenging Mcllroy — grew up 
watching Tiger Woods out¬ 
class his competition. They 
were, in effect, trained by 
Tiger. They are hungry. And 
they are not intimidated by 
anything or anyone. 

Patrick Reed went so far 
as to dress like Woods, with 
black pants and a red shirt 
on Sunday. The 25-year-old 
Reed already has won four 
times, and he even showed 
the kind of fight that would 
have impressed his golf¬

“He was so much better 
than anyone else at the 
time,” Reed said.

If looks could kill you, 
he would literally kill you. 
He was so focused and de¬ 
termined to play well. And 
that’s what I’m trying to 
do.” 

Matt Every, who picked up 
his first PGA Tour win last 
year in the Arnold Palmer

Odesnik banned 15 years 
for 2nd doping violation 


LONDON (AP) — Ameri¬ 
can tennis player Wayne 
Odesnik was banned 
Wednesday for 15 years af¬ 
ter a second doping viola¬ 
tion, a sanction that essen¬ 
tially ends his career. 

The International Ten¬ 
nis Federation said the 
29-year-old Odesnik tested 
positive for several banned 
substances, including ste¬ 
roids, during tests in De¬ 
cember and January. 

The ban was back-dated 
to Jan. 30 and will run until 
Jan. 29, 2030. 

Odesnik was first sanc¬ 


tioned in 2010 for the pos¬ 
session of human growth 
hormone. Odesnik was off 
the tour form April 2010 to 
August 2011 after pleading 
guilty in Australia to import¬ 
ing HGH. He denied using 
the drug, and repeatedly 
said he never tested posi¬ 
tive. 

The ITF originally banned 
him for two years, but cut 
the penalty in half, saying 
he cooperated with inves¬ 
tigators. Andy Murray and 
other players later criticized 
Odesnik, wondering aloud 
in what way the American 


might have cooperated 
with doping authorities. 
“Bye bye Wayne... Good 
riddance,” Murray, a two- 
time Grand Slam cham¬ 
pion, tweeted Wednesday. 
At last year’s U.S. Open, 
Odesnik earned a wild¬ 
card but lost to eventual 
finalist Kei Nishikori in the 
first round. It was the first 
time he played in the tour¬ 
nament’s main draw since 
2009, shortly before his first 
ban.

German court 
bans Uber’s 
ridesharing service 

BERLIN (AP) —A German court banned Uberfrom offering 
its ridesharing service nationwide on Wednesday, 
adding to the company’s troubles in Europe. 

Frankfurt state court spokesman Arne Hasse said the 
ruling banning the UberPop service from offering rides 
with drivers who don’t have taxi permits was issued 
Wednesday. The ruling can be appealed. 

The ruling stems from a suit brought against Uber by a 
German taxi association, which was heard in Frankfurt 
because it is one of several German cities where Uber 
launched operations. 

The court issued an injunction banning Uber from 
operating last summer but lifted it a few weeks later, 
saying that while it considered Uber's practices illegal 
an emergency injunction wasn’t justified. 

Uber also has hit trouble in the Netherlands, Spain and 
France, which has effectively banned its service. 

Uber said it regrets the Frankfurt court’s ruling, calling it 
“a defeat for all those who want more choice in their 
personal mobility.” 

It added that it is “working on an alternative ridesharing 
offer that we are adapting specifically to the formalities 
in Germany,” but didn’t elaborate.

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FedEx 3Q profit jumps, but revenue, outlook disappoint 


NEW YORK (AP) — FedEx 
Corp.’s third-quarter profit 
jumped more than 50 per¬ 
cent and beat Wall Street 
expectations on a mix of 
volume growth and lower 
fuel costs. 

The Memphis, Tennessee- 
based package deliv¬ 
ery company's revenue 
edged up but missed ex¬ 
pectations as lower fuel sur¬ 
charges and unfavorable 
currency exchange rates 
tempered the benefits of 


volume growth. Its forecast 
for the full year also was be¬ 
low expectations. 

Its shares fell more than 2 
percent in afternoon trad¬ 
ing. The company earned 
$580 million, or $2.01 per 
share, for the three months 
ended Feb. 28. That was up 
from $378 million, or $1.23 
per share, a year ago. The 
average estimate of 14 an¬ 
alysts surveyed by Zacks In¬ 
vestment Research was for 
earnings of $1.88 per share. 


Revenue rose slightly to 
$11.72 billion, missing Street 
forecasts, with eight ana¬ 
lysts surveyed by Zacks ex¬ 
pecting $11.85 billion. 

“We had a very successful 
peak season as volumes 
grew across all transpor¬ 
tation segments, and our 
profit improvement pro¬ 
grams are moving ahead 
as scheduled,” CEO Fred¬ 
erick W. Smith said in a 
statement. 

The company has been re¬ 


structuring its largest unit. 
Air Express, in part by mod¬ 
ernizing its fleet. Revenue 
in that unit was essentially 
flat because of lower fuel 
surcharges and currency 
rates, though operating re¬ 
sults improved because of 
fuel costs and weather. 
Revenue in the company’s 
ground business rose 7 per¬ 
cent because of growth 
both business to busi¬ 
ness and home delivery 
services. Freight segment 


revenue rose 6 percent. 
Looking ahead, the com¬ 
pany narrowed its full-year 
outlook to between $8.80 
and $8.95 per share, down 
from prior guidance of 
$8.50 to $9 per share. Ana¬ 
lysts surveyed by FactSet 
expected $8.97 per share. 
Shares of FedEx dropped 
$2.08, or 1.2 percent, to 
$173.63 in afternoon trad¬ 
ing Wednesday. Its shares 
are up about 25 percent so 
far this year.Q

NEW YORK (AP) — The Fed¬ 
eral Reserve surprised finan¬ 


cial markets on Wednes¬ 
day with a cautious outlook 
on the economy, pushing 
stocks and bonds sharply 


higher. 

After wrapping up a two- 
day meeting. Fed policy¬ 
makers left open the pos¬ 


sibility of a rate increase 
later in the year, but also 
lowered the central bank's 
forecast for economic 
growth and noted that in¬ 
flation would likely remain 
low. 

Investors judged that the 
tentative tone stuck by 
policymakers meant that 
while rates may soon be 
heading higher, the pace 
of any increases will be 
more moderate than they 
had previously thought. 
Stocks swung from losses 
earlier in the day to big 
gains after the Fed re¬ 
leased its post-meeting 
statement. Bonds also ral¬ 
lied, pushing the yield on 
the 10-year Treasury note 
back below 2 percent. The 
dollar plunged against the 
euro. 

“There is very little to sug¬ 
gest that the Fed is going 
to raise rates aggressively 


this year," said Jeremy Zirin, 
an investment strategist at 
UBS Wealth Management. 
The Standard & Poor's 500 
index rose 25.22 points, or 
1.2 percent, to 2,099.50. 
The index had been down 
as much as 11 points be¬ 
fore the release of the 
Fed’s statement at 2:00 
p.m. Eastern time. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average gained 227.11 
points, or 1.3 percent, to 
18,076.19. The Nasdaq 
composite rose 45.39 
points, or 0.9 percent, to 
4,982.83. 

Energy companies led the 
gains for stocks as the price 
of oil spiked after the Fed’s 
statement. Lower rates 
tend to make oil and other 
hard assets more attrac¬ 
tive investments, increas¬ 
ing their prices. The en¬ 
ergy sector in the S&P 500 
jumped 2.9 percentO 



Nintendo reverses course; makes deal for mobile games

For years, Nintendo had in¬ 
sisted that it would not take 
its beloved cast of video 
game characters, includ¬ 
ing Mario and Zelda, to the 
smartphones and tablets 
that tens of millions of peo¬ 
ple now use to play games. 
But this week, Nintendo re¬ 
versed its position on mo¬ 
bile devices, dropping a 
pledge that had come 
to seem increasingly de¬ 
tached from the habits of 
game players. 

The company said it had 
formed a partnership with 
another Japanese compa¬ 
ny that specializes in mobile 


games, DeNA, to develop 
games based on Nintendo 
brands for smartphones 
and tablets. The two com¬ 
panies said they planned 
to create an online gaming 
service to be introduced 
this fall that will be acces¬ 
sible from mobile devices, 
PCs and Nintendo's own 
game systems. 

Nintendo promised that it 
was not abandoning the 
business of making its own 
game hardware, saying 
that it had a new game 
platform under develop¬ 
ment. The company’s 
president, Satoru Iwata, 
said Nintendo would share 
more details about the 


product, code-named NX, 
next year. 

For Nintendo, the risk of ig¬ 
noring mobile was that its 
whimsical games would 
lose relevance to popular 
mobile games like Mine- 
craft, Angry Birds and Clash 
of Clans, especially among 
younger players. Other es¬ 
tablished companies and 
figures in the game indus¬ 
try, including Electronic 
Arts, came to recognize 
the importance of mobile 
games much earlier. 
“Welcome to three years 
ago, Nintendo,” Cliff Blesz- 
inski, a prominent game 
designer, cracked on Twit¬ 
ter. 


Nintendo has long favored 
its traditional approach of 
designing games only for 
its own hardware, including 
the Wii U console and por¬ 
table players like the Nin¬ 
tendo 3DS. Its position was 
somewhat like that of Ap¬ 
ple, which believes it can 
create high-quality prod¬ 
ucts only by controlling de¬ 
vices and the software that 
runs them. 

Even Apple, though, swiftly 
bowed to the realities of 
the PC market, creating 
its iTunes software and ser¬ 
vice for dominant Windows 
computers. Nintendo's 
aversion to mobile devices, 
in contrast, came to seem 


dogmatic and hazardous 
to the future of the com¬ 
pany. 

Nintendo's sales and prof¬ 
its suffered badly in recent 
years as game-playing on 
smartphones and tablets 
skyrocketed. Most mobile 
games are far cheaper 
than Nintendo games, es¬ 
pecially the free-to-play 
games that are so com¬ 
mon on mobile devices. 
The rise of mobile gaming is 
particularly galling for Nin¬ 
tendo, which practically 
invented the concept of 
playing games on the go 
with devices like the Game 
Boy and the more recent 
3DS. □ 
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Strength Is Weakness

We’ve been warned over and 
over that the Federal Reserve, in 
its effort to improve the econo¬ 
my, is “debasing” the dollar. The 
archaic word itself tells you a lot 
about where the people issuing 
such warnings are coming from. 
It’s an allusion to the ancient 
practice of replacing pure gold 
or silver coins with “debased” 
coins in which the precious- 
metal content was adulterated 
with cheaper stuff. Message to 
the gold bugs and Ayn Rand 
disciples who dominate the Re¬ 
publican Party: That’s not how 
modern money works. Still, the 
Fed’s critics keep insisting that 
easy-money policies will lead to 
a plunging dollar. 

Reality, however, keeps declin¬ 
ing to oblige. Far from heading 
downstairs to debasement, the 
dollar has soared through the 
roof. (Sorry.) Over the past year, 
it has risen 20 percent, on aver¬ 
age, against other major curren¬ 
cies; it’s up 27 percent against 
the euro. Hooray for the strong 
dollar! 

Or not. Actually, the strong dol¬ 
lar is bad for America. In an im¬ 
mediate sense, it will weaken our 
long-delayed economic recov¬ 
ery by widening the trade deficit. 
In a deeper sense, the message 
from the dollar’s surge is that 
we’re less insulated than many 
thought from problems overseas. 
In particular, you should think 
of the strong dollar/weak euro 
combination as the way Europe 
exports its troubles to the rest of 
the world, America very much 
included. 

Some background: U.S. growth 
has improved lately, with em¬ 
ployment rising at a pace not 
seen since the Clinton years. 
Yet the state of the economy 
still leaves a lot to be desired. In 
particular, the absence of much 
evidence for rising wages tells us 
that the job market is still weak 
despite the fall in the headline 
unemployment rate. Mean¬ 
while, the returns America offers 
investors are ridiculously low by 
historical standards, with even 
long-term bonds paying only a 
bit more than 2 percent interest. 
Currency markets, however, 
always grade countries on a 
curve. The United States isn’t ex¬ 
actly booming, but it looks great 
compared with Europe, where 
the present is bad and the future 
looks worse. Even before the new 
Greek crisis blew up, Europe was 


starting to resemble Japan with¬ 
out the social cohesion: Within 
the eurozone, the working-age 
population is shrinking, invest¬ 
ment is weak, and much of the 
region is flirting with deflation. 
Markets have responded to 
those poor prospects by push¬ 
ing interest rates incredibly low. 
In fact, many European bonds 
are now offering negative inter¬ 
est rates. 

This remarkable situation makes 
even those low, low U.S. returns 
look attractive by comparison. 
So capital is heading our way, 
driving the euro down and the 
dollar up. 

Who wins from this market move? 
Europe: a weaker euro makes 
European industry more compet¬ 
itive against rivals, boosting both 
exports and firms that compete 
with imports, and the effect is to 
mitigate the euroslump. Who los¬ 
es? We do, as our industry loses 
competitiveness, not just in Eu¬ 
ropean markets but in countries 
where our exports compete with 
theirs. America has been experi¬ 
encing a modest manufacturing 
revival in recent years, but that 
revival will be cut short if the dol¬ 
lar stays this high for long. 

In effect, then, Europe is manag¬ 
ing to export some of its stagna¬ 
tion to the rest of us. We’re not 
talking about a nefarious plot, 
about so-called currency wars; 
it’s just the way things work in a 
global economy with highly mo¬ 
bile capital and market-deter¬ 
mined exchange rates. 

And the effects may be quite 
large. If markets believe that 
Europe’s weakness will last a 
long time, we would expect the 
euro to fall and the dollar to rise 
enough to eliminate much if not 
most of the difference in interest 
rates, which would mean severe¬ 
ly crimping U.S. growth. 

One thing that worries me is that 
I’m not at all sure that policymak¬ 
ers have fully taken the implica¬ 
tions of a rising dollar into ac¬ 
count. The Fed, still eager to raise 
interest rates despite low inflation 
and stagnant wages, seems to 
me to be too sanguine about the 
economic drag. And the most 
recent Fed minutes suggested 
that some members of the com¬ 
mittee that governs monetary 
policy were thoroughly clueless, 
apparently believing that inflows 
of capital would make the U.S. 
economy stronger, not weaker. 
Oh, and one more thing: A lot 
of businesses around the world 
have borrowed heavily in dollars, 
which means that a rising dollar 
may create a whole new set of 
debt crises. Just what the global 
economy needed. 

Is there a policy moral to all this? 
One thing is that it’s really im¬ 
portant for all of us that Mario 
Draghi at the European Central 
Bank and associates succeed 
in steering Europe away from a 
deflationary trap; the euro is their 
currency, but it turns out to be 
our problem. Mainly, though, this 
is another reason for the Fed to 
fight the urge to pretend that the 
crisis is over. Don’t raise rates until 
you see the whites of inflation’s 
eyes! □ 



Globe? Warm? Who, Me?

This is the time of year when 
we start to think about global 
warming. Because the weather 
is about to get warmer. Please 
God. 

A new angle comes up almost 
every day. A Harvard profes¬ 
sor recently reported that 
7,000-year-old mummies in Chile 
are turning into “black ooze” be¬ 
cause the air around them is get¬ 
ting more humid. In California, 
baby sea lions are in trouble be¬ 
cause the ocean is heating up. 
Meanwhile, in Florida, there’s 
a report that state employees 
have been barred from using the 
term “climate change.” 

Since Florida is drowning in rising 
tides, you’d think this would be 
a tough rule to follow. It would 
be like telling prosecutors in New 
York not to mention the term “in¬ 
dicted state legislator.” Or ban¬ 
ning Texas road crews from ever 
saying “dead armadillo.” 

But, according to the Florida 
Center for Investigative Report¬ 
ing, some employees at the 
Florida Department of Environ¬ 
mental Protection say they have 
indeed been directed to avoid 
the terms “global warming” and 
“climate change,” even when 
they’re talking about conserving 
the coastline or the coral reefs. 
Gov. Rick Scott denies there is 
any prohibition, and it’s certainly 


possible his underlings just decid¬ 
ed to clamp down on their own, 
once they became aware of his 
position. 

The governor’s position is to point 
out that he is “not a scientist” 
whenever the topic comes up. 
It’d be a bit tough to follow suit if 
you are, say, a DEP scientist. But 
other people find his approach 
extremely attractive. Former gov¬ 
ernor and future presidential can¬ 
didate Jeb Bush has revealed 
that he, too, is not a scientist. 
A spokeswoman told The Wall 
Street Journal that Bush does be¬ 
lieve the climate is changing but 
he’s not sure about “the extent to 
which humans contribute.” Also, 
whatever he concludes is not go¬ 
ing to involve “alarmist, far left 
environmental policies.” 

Most of the other potential Re¬ 
publican contenders follow a 
similar route when they can’t 
avoid the matter entirely. The 
one who’s been pressed hard¬ 
est on global warming recently 
may be the governor of Wiscon¬ 
sin, Scott Walker, who was at a 
conservative conference outside 
of Washington when he was ap¬ 
proached by a second-grader 
who wanted to know where he 
stood. Walker said he is a former 
Boy Scout who “always thought 
maybe campsites should be 
cleaner.” I swear. 

“Do you care about climate 
change?” the child pressed. He is 
the son of an environmental ac¬ 
tivist, so don’t be expecting this 
kind of persistence every time a 
politician takes a grade-school 
tour. 

“Ultimately, to me, I want to 
make sure that we have all the 
natural resources as possible 
moving forward just like I’ve done 
for everybody in Wisconsin. OK?” 
responded the governor. 

Now climate change is perhaps 
the most important long-term is¬ 
sue the next American president 
will have to deal with. Our inter¬ 
national enemies will come and 
go; our deficits will rise and fall. 
But if the atmosphere keeps get¬ 
ting clogged with greenhouse 


gases, future generations will 
be too busy with the floods and 
droughts to care. 

If you were seriously thinking 
about running for president of the 
United States, wouldn’t this be 
something you’d want to have 
studied up on? Have you ever 
heard anybody say he couldn’t 
comment on tax policy because 
he wasn’t an accountant? 

These guys don’t act like people 
who think the scientists are wrong 
when they say global warming 
is real, and that human activity 
creates all or part of the problem. 
They act like people who don’t 
want to have to face up to the 
facts and come up with solutions. 
Which would involve making the 
coal and oil companies super un¬ 
happy. 

They’re sort of like the mayor in 
“Jaws” who won’t admit there’s 
a killer shark out there because 
it’s the start of the town’s tourism 
season. (“Now I am not a marine 
biologist...”) 

It’s one thing to be a climate- 
change denier like Sen. James 
Inhofe, the (gasp) chairman 
of the Environment and Public 
Works Committee, who brought 
a snowball into the Senate to 
demonstrate his conviction that 
the Earth is not getting warmer. 
It’s another to pretend as if it’s OK 
to dodge the whole question. 

If you’re a presidential candi¬ 
date, the only three intellectually 
honest answers to global warm¬ 
ing queries are: 

“My thoughts about this are simi¬ 
lar to those of my intellectual role 
model, James Inhofe.” 

“Yes, climate change is real, and 
I will give you my plan for reduc¬ 
ing carbon emissions just as soon 
as my six biggest campaign do¬ 
nors finish slamming the door on 
their way out.” 

“Sure, it’s real. But by the time 
Miami goes under water, I’ll be 
dead. So who cares?” 

Or you can tell people that the 
shark might or might not be in the 
water, and might or might not be 
hungry, but that this is no time to

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British DNA gives window into ancient past. Vikings and all

NEW YORK (AP) — Genetic 
samples collected from 
across the United Kingdom 
are shedding light on the 
ancient past, including Vi¬ 
king invasions and a mys¬ 
tery about the arrival of the 
Anglo-Saxons, researchers 
report. 

The DNA also suggests that, 
genetically speaking, peo¬ 
ple in Wales are the closest 
matches to early settlers 
of Britain after the last ice 
age, people who began 
showing up some 10,000 to 
11,000 years ago. 

That’s because the Welsh 
genetic material has been 
the least affected by later 
migrations, said Peter Don¬ 
nelly of Oxford University, a 
key author of the research. 
The work is presented in a 
paper released Wednes¬ 
day by the journal Nature. 
The researchers studied 
DNA samples from 2,039 
white residents of Britain 
and Northern Ireland, cho¬ 
sen for their family roots in 
rural areas. The DNA they 
inherited from their grand¬ 
parents reflects the ge¬ 
netic landscape of those 
areas in the late 1880s, re¬ 
searchers said. 

To identify signs of ancient 
immigrations, the research¬ 
ers consulted DNA samples 
taken from continental Eu¬ 
ropeans. Analysis showed 
that Danish Vikings, who 
occupied and controlled 
a large part of England 
after invading in the year

865, have left no clear ge¬ 
netic heritage today. That 
suggests they didn’t settle 
in large numbers, Donnelly 


said in an email. 

The study also weighed in 
on the question of what 
happened after Anglo- 


Saxons migrated into Britain 
from Europe, which began 
in the fifth century. After 
they showed up, their lan¬ 


guage, cereal crops and 
pottery styles replaced 
those of the existing British 
population. □ 


US records: This winter hottest on record globally

WASHINGTON (AP) — U S. 

federal records show that 
this winter and the first two 
months of 2015 were the 
hottest on record globally. 
At nearly 1.5 degrees Fahr¬ 


enheit (-17 Celsius) above 
20th century average, last 
month was the second 
warmest February on re¬ 
cord globally, slightly be¬ 
hind 1998. 

But the combined January 
and February temperature 


beat the old record for the 
first two months set in 2002. 
December through Feb¬ 
ruary broke the meteoro¬ 
logical winter record set 
in 2007. National Oceanic 
and Atmospheric Adminis¬ 
tration records go back to 


1880. Parts of Russia, Asia, 
Europe, Australia, Africa, 
South America and espe¬ 
cially the U.S. West were ex¬ 
tra warm.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Brit¬ 
ain's famed Red Nose Day 
charity event will make its 
U.S. debut with a NBC spe¬ 
cial benefiting anti-poverty 
groups. 

Money raised by the three- 
hour “Red Nose Day” 
broadcast on May 21 will 
be used to help children 
and families in Africa, Asia 
and Latin America as well 
as the United States, NBC 
said Wednesday. 

The 12 charities that are to 
share in the donations in¬ 
clude the Boys & Girls Clubs 
of America, Children’s 
Health Fund and United 
Way. 

Red Nose Day, operated 
by Comic Relief in Britain, 
was co-founded in 1985 


by filmmaker Richard Curtis 
(“Love Actually," ‘’Bridget 
Jones's Diary"). Celebri¬ 
ties, schoolchildren and 
others traditionally don red 
clown noses to promote 
the event, a reflection of its 
lighthearted approach. 

The biennial March U.K. 
broadcast, featuring stars, 
comedy and music, has re¬ 
ceived more than $1 billion 
in donations since it began, 
according to its organiz¬ 
ers. Emma Watson, Daniel 
Craig and Orlando Bloom 
were among the stars ap¬ 
pearing in the 2015 special, 
which aired last week. 

“Red Nose Day is almost 
like a national holiday in 
the U.K. — it’s a day of real 
excitement, everyone looks 
forward to it and the entire 
country gets involved in 


some way,” actress Sienna 
Miller (“American Sniper") 
said in a statement. “I’m 
thrilled it's coming to the 
U.S.” 

NBC has yet to announce 
the talent roster for its spe¬ 
cial, but “Mad Men” star 
Jon Hamm was featured 
in a promotional spot that 
aired during the Super 
Bowl. 

Curtis, who is an execu¬ 
tive producer for the NBC 
special, said he hopes it 
will make “a massive differ¬ 
ence to the lives of millions 
of children and their fami¬ 
lies in the U.S. and in the 
poorest countries around 
the world.” 

Red Nose Day USA is run by 
Comic Relief Inc., an inde¬

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Durst murder case: When should the media go to the police?

NEW YORK (AP) — It was a 

filmmaker, not police, who 
uncovered a crucial piece 
of evidence in the murder 
case against Manhattan 
real estate millionaire Rob¬ 
ert Durst. The sensational 
small-screen moments cre¬ 
ated by HBO’s “The Jinx” 
confronted documentar- 
ian Andrew Jarecki with 
an ethical question that is 
likely to come up again, 
given the popularity of 
true-crime TV: Should a 
television sleuth’s priority lie 
in making good entertain¬ 
ment or in seeing that jus¬ 
tice is served? 

Jarecki’s team found a 
Durst writing sample that 
appears to match the 
handwriting in a letter sent 
to Beverly Hills police alert¬ 
ing them to the body of 
Susan Berman, a friend of 
Durst's who was killed 15 
years ago. Durst was ar¬ 
rested in the slaying last 
weekend shortly before 
the finale of “The Jinx,” 
which exhaustively exam¬ 
ined Durst’s alleged role in 
three killings. 

It’s not clear when that writ¬ 
ing sample was found, but 
the filmmakers confronted 
Durst with that evidence 
in an April 2012 interview. 


The filmmakers did not tell 
authorities about the evi¬ 
dence until October 2012. 
It's not clear why it took 
several months, but Jarecki 
explained in an interview 
on ABC on Monday that 
he wanted to get Durst on 
film addressing that piece 
of evidence before it was 
turned over to the authori¬ 
ties. 

“As filmmakers, we have 


the freedom to do things 
that maybe the law en¬ 
forcement authorities 
wouldn't have,” he said on 
“Good Morning America.” 
"But at the same time, we 
didn’t want to hold it back 
if it was going to take for¬ 
ever. ... When we had the 
reaction, we felt the time 
was right to show that” to 
authorities. 

The filmmakers also shared 


with authorities the grip¬ 
ping audio that aired this 
past Sunday of Durst mum¬ 
bling that he “killed them 
all." 

Jarecki stopped giving in¬ 
terviews midway through 
Monday, citing the likeli¬ 
hood he will be called to 
testify in the case. 

There is no legal require¬ 
ment that a filmmaker or 
journalist investigating a 


crime turn over such ma¬ 
terial to authorities, said 
Jeannine Pirro, Fox News 
Channel host and former 
district attorney in New 
York's Westchester County, 
where she investigated the 
still-unsolved disappear¬ 
ance of Durst's first wife. 
“Kudos to Jarecki” and his 
filmmaking partner Marc 
Smerling, Pirro said. “They 
unearthed something that 
law enforcement didn’t 
unearth. I’m glad they 
turned it over." It's a tricky 
question, though. Journal¬ 
ists investigating a criminal 
case must keep in mind 
that their loyalty is to the 
public they are trying to 
inform, not to law enforce¬ 
ment, said Susan Zirinsky, 
senior executive producer 
at CBS News’ crime-fo¬ 
cused newsmagazine “48 
Hours.” If her team uncov¬ 
ers previously unavailable 
evidence, her inclination 
is to report it at the same 
time authorities are alert¬ 
ed. An important excep¬ 
tion is when the informa¬ 
tion can put someone in 
danger; then authorities 
need to know promptly to 
offer protection, she said. 
“You have to be a good 
journalist first,” she said. 
“But you also have to be a 
good citizen."□ 


Next Spielberg film 1 st in decades 
without score by John Williams 


‘GoodFellas’ cast to 
reunite at Tribeca Film 
Festival 


NEW YORK (AP) — The next 
Steven Spielberg will be 
missing a familiar sound: A 
score by John Williams. 

For the first time in three de¬ 
cades, a Spielberg-direct¬ 
ed film won’t be scored by 
Williams. DreamWorks Pic¬ 
tures announced Wednes¬ 
day that Spielberg's up¬ 
coming Cold War thriller 
“Bridge of Spies” will be 
scored by Thomas New¬ 
man. 

Williams had previously 
been signed on to the film, 
but is departing, Dream¬ 
Works said, because of a 
minor health issue that has 
since been corrected. The 
last feature film Spielberg 
made without Williams 
was 1985’s “The Color Pur¬ 


ple,” which Guincy Jones 
scored. 

Williams will still score Spiel¬ 
berg’s following film, the 
Roald Dahl adaption “The 
BFG.” 

“Bridge of Spies,” to be 
release October 16, stars 
Tom Hanks as a Brooklyn 
lawyer tasked to negotiate 
the release of a captured 
pilot. □
